It was 
approved as read and filed for audit. 

PRESI DENT: Paul Rios, KC6QLS announced that the 
club can help out at the convention by setting up the 
radio station and operating during convention hours.

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J oe Corones N6SZO WAMO 1262 has been a 
member of the El Cajon Club for about 10 years. He is 
limited by antenna restrictions from HF but happy with 
his access to UHF and VHF and still uses the 220 MHZ 
band quite a bit. He spent four years in the United 
States Air Force with a Civil Engineering Squadron as an 
E-5 when he completed his time, which was mostly spent 
at Vandenberg AFB and all over South East Asia. He 
came to San Diego in the 70's to attend college. He 
works for the City of San Diego as an Engineering 
Geologist, with the Environmental Services Department, 
working on projects like the Miramar Landfill. Hobbies, 
other than Ham Radio, include Photography and 
organizing Geology Field Trips for the SDSU Geology 
Alumni Association. His girlfriend, Felly KG6KLM, who 
also has earned her Ham Radio license, is also a member 
of the El Cajon Club. They are active in the San Diego T- 
Hunting group http:/ / www.sdthunters.com/ They also 
enjoy attending events like the recent Field Day 2006. 

J oe has attended every year since 1996 with the 
exception of last year. 

Living in the Colorado/ Sonoran Desert in Blythe, 
CA (a fairly isolated town in the middle of nowhere) for 
20 years he felt that there must be a better way to 
communicate than with "Smoke Signals". His first 
experience with Amateur Radio was with a person that 
left the impression that it would take forever to become 
licensed so the idea was benched for many years. 
However, after exposure to a Mars Station while 
overseas and accidently running into a Ham atJ oshua 
Tree National Park, who provided a short demonstration 
with an HT, he became interested again and passed his 
Novice exam in 1984, Technician in 1986 and General in 
1988. He found it useful in emergencies, and while in 
Moab, Utah a young woman went over the handlebars of 
her bike during a remote 100 mile 4-Wheel drive trail in 
Canyonlands National Park. J oe was able to contact a 
Ham in Moab at the local Radio Shack and he was able 


to relay the information to the Park Service and a 


helicopter was sent out to Air-vac the woman to the 
hospital. The following year while in Moab he was 
able to find the same Ham that called in the incident 
and found out that the woman had a concussion and 
had recovered from the incident. 

J oe has learned to value Amateur Radio as a 
worth while hobby and useful communication source 
not only during emergencies but while on vacation, 
hiking, biking and almost any other activity. There 
are many nice people to meet as well. He has been 
able to persuade others to obtain their license and 
join the ARCEC and would like to challenge others to 
help him in continuing the effort to expose others to 
Amateur Radio. Communications is an important link 
to technology, the community and people in general 
that needs to be maintained.

The Abbott TR-4 


Abbott Laboratories, in era just before WW2, started 
manufacturing a 2 meter AM transceiver that was very 
economical and popular. OH, it was the 2 7, meter band 
back then, around 112 MC. Many Hams purchased these, 
and got on the air for local communications. The TR-4 
was about the only commercial radio available; most 
Hams had to build their own to get on 2 72! The TR-4 
was preceded by Abbott’s DK-3 and MRT-2, far less 
versatile units. Few if any of those survived. But there 
seems to be lots of TR-4s still out there, as evidenced 
by Photo 1. Notice that there are SI X TR-4s in the Crest 
Radio Museum. Why 6? OH, | better not speak about 
my 16 Heathkit Twoers (Another month’s topic) 

As the war began, the TR-4 found a new use. The 
Government had banned all Ham Radio, but still needed 
some Civil Defense communications if the mainland was 
attacked. 

They came up with W.E.R.S. (War Emergency Radio 
Service) and the primary band was 2 ’2 meters. 
Surprise! There were LOTS of Abbott TR-4s out there, 
and more being made by Abbott, who worked away 
through the war. These worked great, and after the 
war, when the band was moved to 144-148 MC, the 
Abbotts were back in action! So popular they were that 
Abbott came out with the TR-4A and TR- 4B, which had 
an Acorn tube in the receiver section for better 
sensitivity (and because so many of those were 
available as War Surplus. 

TR-4 s came without tubes or Power Supplies. That’s 
why | haven't fired mine up. The last one came with a 
homebrew Supply so | can reproduce that to make a 
pair work. OH, the FCC wouldn’t have much humor about 
me putting these on the air. For the TR-4 uses a 
Modulated Oscillator. Have to come up with a Carbon 
mike too. The Tube compliment is (Seen in Photo 2, from 
the left) HY-615 (Rx Regenerative detector), 7F6 Local 
(Low level audio), 6Y6 (Audio Power Amp), and the HY- 
75 Modulated Oscillator. The TR-4 uses independent RX 
and TX Tuning, and has a built in Speaker. 

Photo 3 shows the stark under chassis. Not much 
there. Note no Coax connector! The antenna was 
connected to the 2 standoffs at the top left. Hams were 
expected to build their own Power Supplies from the 
sketchy data given in the manual. Many Hams made 
mobile supplies and used them from cars, or portable. 


The TR-4 disappeared in the late 40s when Abbott 
went belly up or was bought out. I have been unable to 
find out just where they went or what happened, but 
the latest TR-4 found is about 1947 or so. Another 
wonderful and successful Ham manufacturer disappears! 
But the memory of the great ABBOTT TR-4 will live on, in 
the Crest Radio Museum

“ARRL President Hainie KC1H 
Announces Retirement” 


Turmoil and change have shaken the ranks 
of our hobby in recent years. Controversy over 
incentive licensing, the role of the code, and concem 
over the dwindling ranks of our hobby have caused 
angst and sown the seeds of division among hams, 
young and old. Now, with the spring of renewal in 
Cycle 23 upon us, it is time for a healing catharsis 
for our hobby, with “Chicken Noodle Soup for the 
Ham Radio Operator's Soul”. 

The end of an era drew to a close on Tuesday 
at ARRL headquarters in Newington, Connecticut 
with the announcement that long-time League 
President) im Hainie KC1H is stepping down. Hainie, 
one of the most popular League Presidents in recent 
years, was well thought of by ARRL Ham members 
who often refer to an emotional “connection” with 
the mild mannered, folksy Hainie. 

The personal appeal of Hainie was not 
without its downside. Throughout his term, Hainie 
struggled with a perception that he was somehow 
connected with the long-running television series 
“Green Acres” and inferences that the League 
President’s operating methods somehow resembled 
the show’s “Mr. Eustace Hainie” character, a 
country- bumpkin huckster played by Pat Buttram, 
always pitching a deal to the show’s star character 
Oliver Douglas, played by Eddie Albert. The 
connection started at a League Board of Directors 
meeting where Hainie, with his folksy, southern 
drawl, addressed the board Chairman, then William 
J. Douglas W1DUG, as “Mr. Douglas”. Douglas 
prefaced his response with “Yes, Mr. Hainie...” The 
exchange drew laughter from the normally staid 
board and was a source of comic relief for years at 
League board meetings and within headquarters 
staff. Among Ham rank and file, the connection with 
the “Green Acres” show stuck. 

The Green Acres television show, now in 
syndication, starred Eddie Albert as a New York 
lawyer who bought a run-down, 160 acre farm in 
the mythical community of Hooterville. A 
resemblance to the conservatively run ARRL 
Newington, Connecticut headquarters would seem 
unlikely. However, there were many strange 
coincidences with the television show which seemed 
to come to the forefront during Hainie’s tenure as 
President. One of ARRL’s Technical Services 
Directors Amold Ziffle W3PI G,coincidentally had the 


same name as an animal character “Arnold the Pig”, on 
the show. Even today, many who grew up with the “Green 
Acres”’show can vividly recall the ruddy, handsome good 
looks of Arnold Ziffle, played by a series of animal actors. 
However, up until the time of his retirement from the 
League, Technical Director Ziffle denied any connection 
with the fictitious television family. 

The irony of this false impression was not lost on 
the League board, as Hainie’s tenure at ARRL was 
regarded as effective, guiding the ARRL through a period 
of tumultuous and controversial issues, and bringing 
financial accountability to the organization. Well- 
educated and public relations-minded, President Hainie 
brought a no-nonsense approach to the League, but like 
all League Presidents, had his peculiarities. For example, 
headquarters staffers quietly complained about the use 
of hay bales for additional seating at the W1AW 
operating position. And, in 2003, when goats were 
introduced to keep weeds down around one of the 
ground-mounted transmitting antennas at W1AW, talk 
of the “Green Acres” connection went through a renewal. 

Throughout his tenure, Hainie relished the “pitch 
man” role, repeatedly becoming personally involved in 
ARRL fundraising efforts, directed at an aging Ham 
population with disposable income and a willingness to 
support Ham causes. Similarities to the Mr. Hainie 
character were inevitable. Hainie was an accomplished 
manager of the one-liner. In personal appearances at 
League exhibits at Ham conventions, he would typically 
introduce himself with the line “Howdy, folks. 1’mJim 
Hainie, President of the ARRL and I’Il eat a bug if you 
renew your membership.” The resemblance to the Mr. 
Hainie character was unmistakable to many. 

On another occasion, Hainie referenced the 
passing of a silent key to an unidentified Ham. The Ham 
remarked that the Silent Key couldn’t be dead. To which 
Hainie responded that he had personally attended his 
funeral. When the Ham absent-mindedly remarked “Are 
you sure?” To which the quick-witted Hainie deadpanned 
“4 don’t know what you all do in Newington, but where 
I’m from, we don’t give a man a funeral unless we’re 
pretty sure he needs one”. 

Ina recent QST editorial, editor David Sleeper 
WA1ZZZ spoke for all Hams when he stated that Hainie 
had earned the gratitude of every Ham who enjoys the 
hobby. Hainie’s tireless work on behalf of the hobby 
during difficult times had insured that Ham Radio will 
continue to enjoy a bright future.
